REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 





Very careful selection of teachers has been made, but, to 
our great regret, the actual work of the first two terms in the 
highest department at Milton Mills made changes necessary, 
and we did rot secure the desired success until the third term. 
With this exception, all the schools have been in a high degree 
successful, and, so far as we know, better work has been done 
in our schools during the past year than ever before. 

Our schools are on the up-grade, but much remains to be 
done. Wise, persistent and liberal effort is demanded on_ the 
part of the whole district to make our schools as efficient as 
possible. 

The school house on Nute’s Ridge has been thoroughly re- 
paired, painted outside and in, re-furnished and supplied with 
slate blackboards; also slate blackboards have been put in the 
school house at South Milton. A new woodshed has been built 
on Nute’s Ridge, another at Downingville, another on Hare 
Road. The woodsheds at West Milton and at the Branch have 
been repaired. ‘The school houses at West Milton, the Branch, 
and Milton Mills have been painted outside and in, and slate 
blackboards have been placed in the Branch school house, and 
in both rooms on the first floor of the school house at Milton 
Mills. 

At the Ponds, the building committee completed the new 
school house and its out building and turned it over to the 
school board unfurnished and with no provision for heating the 
same, and as the law requires school boards to ‘* provide suita- 
ble accommodations for the schools at the expense of the dis- 
trict,” your school board felt compelled to furnish the building 
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and to provide for heating it according to its plan of construc- 
tion. Indeed, no other suitable places for our schools, during 
the winter term, could have been provided. 

Some necessary grading, and the fencing of the lot still 
needs to he provided for at the Ponds. The school houses at 
Downingville and at the Ridge need to be painted outside and 
in. ‘The chimney at West Milton needs to be re-built and slate 
blackboards are needed in the school room. 

With these small further expenditures our school houses 
throughout the district will be in good condition. 

The schools at the Ponds are still in session on account of 
necessary delay in getting the building ready. 

During the coming year some extra outlay ought to be made 
for appliances helpful to both teachers and pupils in the work 
of the school room.
